THe cagerness with which tho new China 
Loans at rix per ern we heen taken up 
in tho Tendon martichja an unmistakable il- 
Tustration of the good c¥edit the Celestial 
Empire enjoys in the financis] world. .The 
applications received by Messrs, Barina 
Brotaurs & Co, and Mesors, Matanson & 
Co. forthe £1,500,000 offered amounted to 
more than 15 millions, and those for the 
£750,000 intrusted to the Hongkong and 
‘Shanghai Bank amounted to more than ten 
times that uti. It is quite clear from this 
that China will Wa¥e no difficulty in borraw- 
ing in Huropean markets whatever reason. 
ablo sums of money she may requita cither 
for tho development of the rosvureea of the 
country or for increasing its defences. The 
object of Messrs, Barina and Messrs. Mae 
TaEsON’s loan is to construct an arsenal, to 
work certain coal and iron mines, and for the 
experimental inauguration of a railway in 
connection’ with the vaue.

In some places sand haa beon' 
brought down by the water and lies to a depth 
of foar feat over the soil, so that it is almont 
doubtful if it’can ever be reclaimed, Bat evon 
supposing the peop!s ars able to clear the ground 
and plant their second orop,it will ba fonr montha 
before it is fit for gathering, au what aro they 
to do meanwhile ? ‘ . : 

Then-again, the poople have suffered severely 
in tho loss of their silkworma’ and their fish, hy.
